Well, as a oase. it divided the pub- 
lic into two farti-im the believers in 
his guilt and the believers In bis inno- 
When oonipsred with fifty or a 
hundred other cases it never presented 
any strange featurea nor showed any 
great difference in particulars. I view 
e who has had an official 
with three different State 
prisons, and who haa personally wit- 
" nearly every execution at Fort 
Smith, I T., for ten years. I have 
witnessed thirty-four executions, and 
have at borne a scrapbook containing 
the particulars of over 100 others." 

The Colonel drew up bis left knee, 
got his h anda clasped around it, and 
continued: 

"Let us make a rew comparisons. Out 
of 100 executions, four of the victim., 
being women, only two made full con- 
fessions before going to death. Two 
others i»rtly confessed. None of the 
women confessed, though all were 
guilty of murder in heinous form. On 
the contrary, ninety-six out of the hun- 
dred met their fate declaring their 
innocence. Statistics show that only 2 
per oent. of the number executed make 
confessions. Why, then, should it lie 
taken as an evidence of a man's inno- 
cence that he did not confess? Of the 
thirty-four executions referred to at 
Fort Smitb, the murders were commit- 
ted by bullet, knife, ax and club. Some 
wero for revenge, others for robbery. 
One msn killed four persons; another 
three: four others killed two apiece. Of 
the thirty-four ten wanted to plead 
guilty at the outset. There was no case 
in whioh the jury deliberated over two 
hours. In over half the cases the mur- 
derers were caught redbanded. I my- 
self helped to arrest a man who bad 
killed husband and wife. He was 
splashed with blood and bad a bloody 
ax in his bauds, and was not thirty rods 
from the scene when we came npon 
him. He bad robbed the sbauty and 
we found the plunder on bim. He 
boldly acknowledged the deed aud de- 
fied the law, aud yet when be oame to 
the gallows he said to tbo spectators: 

" 'I am going to meet my God I With 
my lost breath I declare that I am an 
innocent man.' 

"There is a |iopular superstition that 
a man about to be ushered into eterni- 
ty always confesses any great orime 
wbiob he may have committed. It ia 
like many other sniierstitions-withoat 
foundation. What murderer going to 
bis death in any State for the lost one, 
two or three years, baa confessed his 
orime? I can recall only two instances, 
and those wero excuses rather than con- 
fessions. The number of executions 
haa been large, but are we to argue that 
all the other viotima wore innocent— 
those wbo did not coufess? Ou down 
the oriminal scale a little, and ascertain 
how many burglars, robbers, thieves 
and incendiaries oonfess. Not 4 per 
cent., tbongh their lives are not at 
brought 
3 in personal con 
of convicts, sen- 
tenced for all sorts of orimea.and I can- 
not recall one single instance of find- 
ing a guilty man in State prison. Eaob 
and every one, according to hia own 
story, generally told with tears in bis 
eyes, waa a wronged and innocent man. 
There was no reason why Harria should 
not go to bis death aa others have-pro- 
testing bis innocence. As s newspaper 
man, how many guilty men have you 
sent t.> prison:-" 

"I believe every laat one of them haa 
claimed to be innocent." 

"Just so. There is a great deal of 
talk about one's nerve and fortitude. 
Statistics show that only ono man in 
1»0 breaks down under the strain. 
There ia a sort of oollaiiee about three 
days before the execution. It was so in 
every one of the thirty-four eases. This

While I know that he waa not there, I 
believe that be is perfectly sincere in 
his assertions. It goes without saying 
among ofnoers of the law that a prison- 
er who won't oonfess during the first 
twenty-four hours of arrest will make 
lying statements when brought nut. 
At tbe end of a week be will stoutly in- 
sist ou his innoeence. and when his 
trial oomes on he is rem"
